Iparjtment of Agriculture gives some in¬ 
teresting statistics about the meal sup -, 
ply of the United States. For instance. 

, the bulletin shows that on January 1, 

11907, there were on the farms and 
) ranches of the United States 20,968,000 
dairy cattle and 51,566,000 other cattle. 
[On June 1, 1900, there were 18.108,666 
I dairy cattle and 61,227,166 other cattle. 
These figures show that the increase in 
' cattle, specially those other than 
dairy, has not kept pace with the 
growth in population and consumption 
of beef and dairy products.

LIFTING THE BABY. 


How the Little 'One Should Be Han- 
died to .^void Injury. 

The importance of handling and lift¬ 
ing a baby properly is one that many 
mothers, particularly those who are 
yonng. seldom understand. Curvature 
of the spine or misplaced joints may 
result front some of the puiliug and 
hauling done, sometimes uucousclotisly 
and again when In a temper. To tell 
a mother that she would Injure her 
small child Is to call forth vehement 
denial, but the fact remaius that this 
is precisely what Is likely to happen. 

I cannot say too often that n baby 
should be bundled as little as possible, 
but when he must lie moved It should 
be so the whole l hx1v and head receive 
support, says the New York Evening 
Telegram. An Infant’s spine Is not 
strong enough to hold the head un¬ 
aided. and unless help Is given It will 
roll dangerously. To lift one front a 
lied put v the left hand well under the 
hip, .supporting the limbs. I.et the 
right hand go over artd under his bead 
uud neck, placing the beud then gently 
op the beud of the arm. Never under 
any circumstances pit the hands under 
the armpits and raise him until he is at 
least six months old. 

To change from the arms to the 
shoulder, ns may lie done when baby 
Is to In? carried, place the right hand 
between the shoulders, bracing the lit¬ 
tle head by the outspread lingers. The 
other arm supports the weight of the 
body. 

No baby la strong enough to sit up 
alone until he Is four months old. No 
matter how he may try and how able 
he mny win. the strain on muscles Is 
too great and should not be permitted. 
When lieginniug to sit he may lie put 
almost anywhere, but the back must 
always lie supported by a soft pillow. 

One of the best ways of strengthen¬ 
ing an infant's limbs and ope that he 
enjoys Is to put him on Ids back on a 
big lied and snow him to kick for an 
hour or more elvery day. This may be 
begun when he is two months old 
From its birth a baby should lie turned 
it uu interval of an hour ( tiring the 
day from one side to a not ter lu Its 
crib and when the mother wakes at 
night.

How to Clean Glove*. 

Must women WM-tn-to think that the 
whole duty of glove cleaning U com¬ 
prised lu scrubbing silk and linen ottos 
with sonp and water and applying-ben¬ 
zine or gasoline to the kid variety. As 
a matter of fact every sort of gkive 
reqttlfcs a different method of clean¬ 
ing. Here nre u few of thet>t: 

Chamois leather gloves should never 
be washed In very hot water, ns the 
heat tends at once to shrlnk-them. It 
is also-bad for chamois leather to have 
soap rnblK-d upon It. aud the gloves 
should be washed in a nlt-e lather 
made of lukewarm water and good 
sqap jelly or powder iu wltlcit a pinch 
of Itorax has been placed to Soften the 
water. 

Black kid gloves should taever be 
washed, but wheD they begin to look 
dirty and shabby they should tie Inked 
with an application of olive oil aud 
black Ink. The gloves should lie placed 
upon the hands and the oil applied 
with a tiny paint brush or feathers. 
For white and light kid gloves, apply 
the benzine wltlf a small toothbrush, 
rubbing well Into the grain «f the 
leather. . ’ 

Instead of attempting to clean very 
fine and expensive gloves oneself, 
send them to the cleaner, who will lie 
responsible If anything happens to 
them and will probably do them bet¬ 
ter than you could at a trifling cost.

Pse soft, dry cloths to dust with and 
shake them frequently out of ti>.' win 
dow, or use slightly mohsteued cloths 
aiul rinse Diem out in water when you 
have finished. In this Way you get the 
dust out of the roam. 

Iu eleanhig rooms you should remem¬ 
ber that dust settles upon the floor as 
well us on the furniture and is stirred 
luto the air we breathe by walking 
over them. 

You can easily remove all (ids dust 
in rooms which have bare floors—iu 
houses, stores, shops, schoolrooms, etc. 
—after the dust has settled by passing 
over the floor a mop wh -b Iik been 
wrung out so as to l>e only moist, not 
dripping wet.

A Piano Placed 
In Your Home On Trial 


How tho Professional Nurse Prepares 
Food For Her Patients. 

Since sickness has a way of creeping 
into*'most families and since one never 
can teli when she may l>e forced from 
an (Rdinary diet down to beef tea and 
mutton broth, suya the Boston IJerald, 
it might not come amiss t<> know how 
sncb weak and watery food may be 
made -In the best way |>os8ible. or. In 
other words, as the professional nurse 
makes it. | 

One point abou\ beef tea is that it 
sill curdle If too hot. and another is 
lliat it uanally proves more attractive 
, when qprvod In a colored glass. 

I There are several Ways of making it,’ 
\ all of which the professional nurse ap¬ 
proves. One good method is to take a 
piece of round steak one inch In thick¬ 
ness and boil it for sev >n minutes. 
Then squeeze tfie meat n a lemon 
squeezer Into a cup. Sea son the tea 
and serve at once. 

■ Another method Is to cut one pound 
of Juicy round steak, free from »fat. 

! Into small pieces, then put to soak in 
| a cup of cold water for several hours. 
Squeeze the Juice from the meat and 
strain it. This must be heated by set¬ 
ting tbe cup containing it into a pan 
of hot water. Season with a little salt 
and serve as soon us warm. Beef tea 
need not be warm, however, for when 
| frozen, like Ice cream, it makes another 
sickroom dish. 

For chicken broth, remove the skin 
and fat from a young fowl and cut It 
into small pieces. Fut it into a stew- 
pan with one quart of cold water and 
heat it slowly for three or four hours. 
Then season the broth with salt and 
strain. When the patient is not too ill 
to have tapioca, sago or rice, add a 
tahlespoonful of cither after the soup 
has boiled for one hour.

How to Roast a Christmas Pig. 

When roasting a pig for the Christ¬ 
mas dinner select one if possible that 
Is not more than a month old and well 
filled out for his age. Put him in a big 
pan of cold water and wash thorough¬ 
ly. taking care that his eye sockets, 
ears and throat are perfectly clean, 
says tbe Kansas City Times. Rinse 
and wipe dry. Make a stuffing as for a 
turkey. Rub over the inside salt, pep¬ 
per and a suspicion of sage. Press in 
tbe stuffing, which must, by all means, 
have a spall onion chopped in it, and 
then dra/w the skin together with a 
long needle and coSrse thread: Roll the 
legs in oiled paper. Bend the fore feet 
under the body and press the hind feet 
backward, skewering nil in pTace. Put 
the pig In a/' dripping pan, rub tbe skin 
with olive oil or butter, sprinkle with 
salt and dredge with flour. Put a piece 
of hard wood between bis teeth to 
keep bis mouth open, and set the pau 
In a good hot ot*en. Baste frequently 
with a little oltve oil and then with tho 
drippings. After tbe pig begins to 
brown cover each ear with a piece of 
waxed paper. Allow half an hour to 
each pound lu baking. When almost 
doue, take off the wrappings from ears 
and feet to let them crisp. When done 
take out carefully and )My on a bed of 
cress or white celery leaves on a large 
platter. Take out tlje skewers, remove 
fhe wood from tbe mouth and insert a 
small red apple or ear of corn. Hang 
a necklace of strung cranberries or 
parsley ahont bis neck and send to the 
table. Always serve tart apple sauce 
with roast pork or goose, as sncb rich 
meat needs an acid sauce to make tbe 
fat more digestible.

It takes a big thought to grasp the 
immensity of the famous Tyneside 
hive of industry.

From the moment you put your foot 
inside the first department you realize 
yot/ are In a veritable museum of me¬ 
chanical wonders* 

“Here Is a gun being bored." your 
guide announces, and you accompauy 
him over, to the huge lathe to see the 
process and at the same time gather 
some vastly Interesting Information as 
to bow artillery is built up 

Cue of the first tbiugs done to these 
ponderous -weapons Is the hollowing 
out of the liore. This, as may be im¬ 
agined. is not the work of an hour 
With the fiuest machinery in the world 
It required an average of eighteen days 
to pierce s ten yards long steel muz¬ 
zle with a twelve inch bore, grooved 
slantwise. 

To see the gun tube, weighing any¬ 
thing up to sixty tous. fixed into the 
lathe is Itself most Interesting To 
manipulate the larger pieces two hy¬ 
draulic cranes are used. These cranes 
work overhead and_run on rollers bed¬ 
ded in the side supports. Electricity 
supplies the working power. With the 
huge load fixed, smoothly, almost si¬ 
lently. it ltr swung majestically into 
tiie air and carried along in whatever 
direction is required. Before you have 
done simulating ns to what may hap¬ 
pen if that mighty load comes crash¬ 
ing down on top of you yon hear the 
order “Lower!” and down comes the 
sixty tous of steel with the ease and 
grace of sixty pounds of feathers. But 
a still greater "marvel awaits you lu 
the next department to which you 
are conducted. Here you learn some¬ 
thing of the process of gun wrap¬ 
ping. The wire with which modem 
artillery is wrapped is of the finest 
steel, flat. like the mainspring of a 
clock, and a fall hundred miles of it 
are respired to wrap a twelve Inch gnu. 
•The figures are somewhat surprising- 
wire enough to streffh in a straight 
line from Newcastle to Edinburgh used 
on otic single canuou! 

Wire seems a weak suhstauce to use 
in connection with artillery. Iu point 
of fact wired guns are the strongest 
In existence. The rifled steel tulie you 
saw in the de|>artmeut Just left Is ca¬ 
pable of withstanding n pressure of 
forty-five tons; wired, the tensile re¬ 
sistance will equal llu tons, and pro¬ 
jectiles may l>e fired from It at the 
rate of three a .minute without the 
slightest fear of tile gun bursting. 

The wire la wrapped on to tbe tube 
In tbe same way as thread is wound 
round a bobbiu. The huge coil is fixed 
overhead, and as the powerful ma¬ 
chinery revolves layer after layer Is 
wound round the'guu taut as if cast 
'on and smooth and let el as veneering. 
Thiuk of It! One hundred mile" of 
steel wire, springy as quicksilver, guid 
ed automatic-alt? by machinery, and a 
strand lapping, by the thousandth part 
of an inch! 

Even now. however, that gun is In 
quite an embryo stage, it has about 
a dozen further processes to go through 
before it Is ready .to baud over to the 
government, that ' has ordered It or 
sent to the stortd room, where many 
hundreds of gunVof all sizes and pat¬ 
tern* ere l*ept re.'' 1 *- •or Immediate 
sale to anybody wanting them. 

You leave the turning shop and pres¬ 
ently flndi yourself In front of what 
yout* guide declares to be furnaces., but 
which you think would l*e better de¬ 
scribed as Infernos. You are surprised 
to learn that these furnaces are heated 
by gas. and on Inquiring the reason 
you are told that it Is for the sake of 
parity and cleanliness. The grit and 
dirt from any kind of fuel would ruin 
the work done at these furnaces." And 
what is that* work? Tutting on the 
outer Jacket of the gun—Just n little 
matter to buoy up those miles of wire 
and inches_of forged steel within that 
again. 

Presently there Is a commotion 
Something opens somewhere. There Is 
a terrific glare, and the temperature 
goes suddenly up to—well, something 
rather warm. Then a crane Is set tu 
motion, something you can faintly see 
grips something else you don’t wish to 
look at—It Is so suggestive of the smt 
within ten yards of you—and before 
you well know what it all means the 
white hot steel Jacket Is helng fitted 
on the gun barrel reared alongside 
When that Jacket cools It will fit con¬ 
siderably tighter thnn the garments of 
n growing Imy, though thnt Is an after¬ 
thought which comes to you when you 
have got into cooler regions, Interest 
Ing. ns It Is. the process of Investing a 
gun with Its Jacket is too sultry for the 
unprepared visitors to stand much of. 
and you hasten outside to where gog 
glea and leg pads are not necessary. 

A gun complete, with all Ita fixings 
exactly as If It were In a fort or aboard 
a ship. Is awaiting your Inspection. If 
you did not know liefore that a modern 
gun is a marvel, you certainly grasp 
that fact no**-. When you have finished 
wondering and admiring you ask for 
figures and particulars. You learn thnt 
the gun la a twelve Inch one: its length, 
with the breech piece, Is forty-five feci

How to Obtain Beautiful Effect* With 
Pine and Holly. 

As the Christmas season approaches 
decorations are uppermost in the mind. 
A false note is too often struck by 
havlug the rooms so laden with pine 
and holly that one experiences a sense 
of suff's-atiou. 

Over arches or doors a thick rope of 
ground pine Is sufficient, and the green 
can be brightened by branches of hol¬ 
ly. Holly wreaths tied with red rib¬ 
bon will be sufficient for windows, says 
the Washington Post. Be sure when 
selecting the rihbou that it is a rich 
crimson, harmonizing with the berries. 
Vermilion color Is too often seen and 
Is entirely inartistic. 

Churmlug effects can be produced 
with little outlay for the table. A 
heavy wreuth of holly will cost 75 
cents. Place the wreath on a white 
embroidered centerpiece and stuud the 
carnations in a green vase in the cen¬ 
ter.' or one can use a crystal Jnr or 
even a white one with delicate orna- 
meutatiou. Thia decoration may be 
easily ruined by the use of a pink, yel¬ 
low ov. yellow green vase or Jar. If 
a little more elaborate trimming is 
wished, place streamers of red ribbon 
matching tbe carnations In color at 
each turner. fastening a spray of holly 
w ith perfect berries on each. 

Chrysanthemums and roses are mnde 
of paper these days so ns to appenr ns 
natural ns their models. These flow¬ 
ers cun be used time after time for ta¬ 
ble decorations if they are placed In 
boxes and covered. Instead of hetng 
left outside to collect dust and become 
crumpled. A small sum luvested in 
hothouse vines to mix In will make 
the artificial blossoms appear more 
natural. 

A low mound of chrysanthemums 
wreathed with holly or ground pine 
makes an appropriate table decoration. 
Tbe blossoms should be scarlet and

Wanted to Seo the Old World on 

Little Money—Hi* Troubles Abroad 

and tha Return Voyage. 

A greut mauy college lioys and other 
youths who have a lot of time and 
very little money on their bands dur¬ 
ing the summer plan to get-a fine vaca¬ 
tion trip with little cost. One of the 
most iiopular trips is. of course, to 
Europe, and, as very few of them are 
able to stand the first or second cabin 
tariff and sort of fight shy of the steer¬ 
age, their imaginations turn naturally 
toward the much talked of voyage as 
cattlemen. Without knowing very 
much about cattle or the sea or hard 
work young meu often jump at the op¬ 
portunity to get to tbe old world In 
this way. 

About this trip they know Just this 
inch: First, that It coats $3 to get tha. 
job; second, that the catt'emen must 
care for the cattle all the way over for 
no pay, and. third, that the pussagq 
back is free. That looks good, but 
that's only tbe bare outline. Tbe ex¬ 
periences of a young, collegian who 
took this trip one summer may be of 
value to those who may contemplate 
tbe voyage and of Interest to the pub¬ 
lic generally. 

When he got the idea that he wanted 
to go to Europe, he bad $20 In his 
pocket.

VENETIAN GLASS. 


The Different Verietie* and the Proc- 
ee* of Manufacture. 

Venetian glass owes its extreme 
thinness and lightness to the want of 
lead In its composition. All the orna¬ 
mental shapes were blown and owed 
their beauty to the skillful manipula¬ 
tion of the worker, whose delicacy.of 
touch and artistic taste were often a 
heritage from generations of glass 
blowing ancestors. 

The most prized of the Venetian pro¬ 
ductions was the beautiful “vitro-di- 
trlna," or lace glass. generaHy known 
as filigree. Of this there are two kinds, 
the "rltorto’f and the “retlccjli,” 

The former was the less'elaborate 
and consisted of a single tube twisted 
and given a spiral direction, the 
ground, of the vessel being of a differ¬ 
ent color. The "retlcelli” designs were 
varied. Sometimes the twisted tubes 
were powdered with gold anti made 
vertical, horizontal, diagonal or curved. 
Indeed, every variation was given-that 
ingenuity could suggest or fancy de¬ 
vise. 

Ayenturine glass was Invented by 
the Venetians. Its secret being discov¬ 
ered by the accidental dropping of 
brass or copper filings Into a pot of 
molted glass, which resulted in the dif¬ 
fusion of gold specks or threads 
throughout the mass. Its name is said 
to signify adventure, or resulting from 
chance, a word half Italian, hut coined 
probably for the occasion to denote the 
peculiar vftrlety. 

Marbled or variegated glass was 
made to resemble chalcedony. jasper, 
lapis lazuli and tortoise shell. There 
was a kind of green nnd purple which 
became red by transmission of light. 
A frosty glass which showed an Icy 
coating was made by dipping the ves¬ 
sel wheu half blown in pounded glass, 
the particles of which readily adhere 1 
to the warm mass, which was reheated 
and wrought into shape. 

Sometimes pounded glass of differ¬ 
ent colors was used with fine effect up¬ 
on the same object. These, with deli¬ 
cately glided glass and some qrnament- 
ed with jewel patterns like those of 
Damascus, formed the principal kinds 
of Venetian gloss, which was too thin 
for engravings and could rarely bear 
enameling.—Exchange.

That night they retired early and 
were pulled out at 4 a. m. by the night 
watch and told to go to work.
